Governor A. H. Robertk, upon b^lng 
notified of the House's action, declined 
to make any statement other than to 
say that the situation could be dealth 
with only in a legal manner and was 
In the Hands of Altorney-Gerenal 
Frank H, Thompson, who In a letter 
read In the House, expressed the opin- 
ion that rpconaideraation of the reso- 
lution of ratification waa impassible, 
sine* the House already had adopted It 
and Governor Robert had certified to 
Ralnbrldge Colby, Secretary of State, 
this action by both House and Scnale. 

State olflclals and many members of 
the Legislature expressed the bell 
tonight that legality or Illegality of 
Tennessee's ratification would be de- 
cided upon the ■ record certified to 
Washington by Governor Roberts and 
not on the action taken by the House 
today.

"If the .MlBSlsslppI and the Ohio, the 
Missouri and many of our other rivers 
were giving such accounts of them- 
selves," he said, "there would be no 
such thing as freigh enibargoea and 
tiie nation would not be facing a coal 
shirtago. 

"Time was wlieu llie Mississippi and 
\\w Ohio hauled niillions of tons of 
Lual annually, but no more. 

"Aside from this , if the rivers were 
being utilised there would be no occa- 
sion for such high freight raterf."

Washington. AuK- "\. - That Oov- 
ornnient ownership of public utilities 
has Cox's bunction is asserted by tlie 
Ilepublican Publicity Assooialion, 
tliroueh its President, Hon. Jonathan 
Bourne, Jr., In the following statement 
Issued today: 

"'Let the Government do if is not 
one of the policieK of Warren V, llani- 
ing, the Kepublkan nominee lor ilie 
presidency. In that respect he differs ; 
from the gentlemen who have been In \ 
control of the Democratic party. 

"In his speech of acceptance Senator 
Harding declared his opposition to 
Government ownership of railways. 
Discussing economie problems li" de- 
clared that. When competition -- nat- 
ural, fair. Impelling competition — is 
suppressed whether by law, compact 
or oonsplraoy, we halt the march of 
progress, silence the votoe of inspira- 
tion, and paralyse the will for achieve- 
ment,' thus indicating his confidence In 
Individual effort as the secret of pro- 
gress. 

"Speaking of profiteering he assert- 
ed the Kepubllcan purpose to present 
unreasonable profits and 'to challenge 
profiteering with all the moral force 
and the legal powers of the Oovem- 
ment' Biit he reminded the people of 
the country that law is not the sole 
corrective of oUr economic Ills. Said 
he,

in which Mr. Cox declared he squarely 
stands. The perpetuation of Demo'- 
cratlo policies through the election of 
Mr. Cox, will mean the continued ex- 
tension of the policy of Federal Inter- 
ference with the jurisdiction of the 
states .and Federal limitation of indi- 
vidual cntcriirise and activity. 

"It will be remembered that .Mr. Cox 
has expressly declared his advocacy 
of Government ownership of all public 
utilities except agriculture. While it 
will be the effort of his campaign man- 
agers to ignore or deprecate this as- 
sertion of policy, yet It will be appar- 
ent to the voters of the country that 
siH'li is tlic Cox conception of the 
proper prerogatives of the Govern- 
ment, aAd that so far as It lies In his 
power, he will exitend the authority of 
the VMdral Qovernment with Its at- 
tendant incrsaaed <cost of operation, 
decreased elBolenoy, and discourage- 
ment of individual enterprise Mr. Cox 
would entangle in the endlcs's mazes

It 
Is allogeil tlial llic'nnioi' discriminates 
aiiiout; the oijerators by giving car pri- | 
orlty 10 tliose operators who furnish 1 
coal to public utilities, such aa schools, | 
hospitals, heatlns and lighting plant , 
and others. 

According to the petition, there are 
101 operators owning mines in Bell, 
Knox and Harlan counties, Kentucky, 
and onlty twenty-six of these are now 
being furnished with care by the L. H 
S Railroad Company lici^use of al 
leged shipments to public utilities. 
Thi remaining seventy-flve claim to be 
unable to oarry out their contraota 
because of this discrimination. 

Service Order No. 13, issued by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission on 
August 10, and continuing the validity 
of Service Orders N'oa. 7 and 9 for 
ninety days, from June l!!, is also at- 
tacked. The operators declare that the 
emergency period tof which these or- 
ders were issued is now passed and 
that their further continuance is 11- 
lepal. 

If the "unjust provisions" of these 
orders are not ri sciiuleil the operators 
say that many of them will be ooni- 
pclled to .■-liut down tlieir mines .Ac- 
cording to Clerk Menzles of the I'nlted 
States District Court at Covington, the 
case will be beard before Judge A. Iff. 
J. Cochran and iwo oOkr federal 
Judges in Cincinnati at a date to be de- 
termined later.
